| Struggle Nearing a Crisis. 

The sense of this meeting was conveyed by 
John G. Shedd, who said: - 

“A great change in this controversy seems 
at hand. I believe that things will change 
within the next few days either for better or 
worse. They cannot continue as they have 
since last Friday. Either there wil be a com- 
plete resumption of business with Montgom- 
ery Ward & Co. or business in Chicago will 
be nearly or completely paralyzed. I hope 
the latter condition will not come to pass, 


but if I am not mistaken, we are now on the 


verge of a state of affairs which may easily 
develop into semi-anarchy. : 


About 200 firms in Chicago have business 


contracts with Montgomery Ward & Co., 
and they are going to insist upon carrying 
out these contracts. One may. easily see the 
possible ramifications of this strike and what 
may develop within twenty-four hours.“ 


Offer to Arbitrate Made. 
The plan of arbitration offered by the Com- 
mercial Exchange in the morning at the 
Grand Pacific hotel was outlined by Graeme 
Stewart, who proposed that the matter in 


dispute be referred to an arbitration board 


of seven men acceptable to both sides in the 
controversy.

PRESIDENT BAGS WOLP ALIVE 


Makes Good on Hunting Feat an 


Is Cheered by Others. 


Frederick, Okla. 11.—[Special. }— 
President Roosevelt, on the second day of his 
Oklahoma hunting trip, captured a live wolf. 
After a red hot chase over hills and valleys 
the president sprang from his horse and 
leu ped upon the struggling wolf, which was 
beset by the dogs. The members of the 
bunting party cheered him lustily. 

The incentive for the president to attempt 


to capture a wolf alive came yesterday. when |

he saw J. R. Abernathy, the famous hunter, 
round up one of the animals. At sight of this 
performance the president promised to du- 
plicate the feat, and he made good.” 

The Abernathy method of capturing a live 
wolf is to wear heavy gloves and seize the 
animal by the jaws after it has been brought 
to bay by the dogs. Up to date twelve wolves 
have been caught. 

Shoots and Skins Cougar. 

Later in the day the president and Joe the 
Comanche Indian, disappeared and returned 
in a short time with a black cougar, freshly 
skinned. The story of that hunt must be 
read in the president’s own book, for even 


the best informed man who came here from 
camp tonight cannot give the details.

They were broiled over a fire of live coals 


and the president pronounced them the best 


he ever ate. 


President Kills Rattlesnake. 
To add to what was a strenuous day for the 


president, he killed a six foot rattlesnake 
which struck at him four times. He dis- 
patched hie snakeshfp with his eighteen inch 
quirt (a loaded whip used by cowboys). 


The rattler was cofled in the grass and was 
vigorously sounding its warning. The presi- 


dent dismounted, reversed his quirt, and 
slapped the reptile on the head with the 


heavy butt end after it had made futile ef- 


forts to sink its fangs in the “enemy.” The 
president severed the rattles and took them 


back to camp as a memento of the hunt. 


The president is almost constantly in the 
lead of the other horsemen of the party, as 
he is furnished the fastest horses in the 
country. That he is enjoying every hour of 


his recreation is evident from the fact that 
he has expressed a desire to remain in the 


pasture until Saturdey evening, thus extend- 


ing his allotted time two days. Should he 
thus resolve, his special train would be re- 


tained in Fort Worth until Saturday.

| Retaliating with Bullets. 


Duluth. Minn., April 12, 2a. m.—[Special. }— 
Two striking miners were killed and several 
injured in a riot at Hibbing late yesterday 
afternoon. The riot was not over at mid- 
night, the strikers then being engaged in fir- 
ing on the men who remained at work. 


was called upon for 100 deputies, and left 
here with them on a special train at 1 o'clock 
this morning. 

Two hundred men employed at the Rust, 
Hull, and Sellers properties struck for an 
advance of pay from $1.75 to $2. They did 
not give the mining officials time to consider 
the matter before undertaking a general 
strike. They visited the mine stripping 
work at the Burt mine, and forced the em- 
ployés to quit work. Later they attacked 
the night crew there. ; 

When the strikers appeared they were or- 
dered back, but continued to press forward. 
The workmen were armed with rifles and 
fired on the mob, killing two Finlanders and 
wounding others. The strikers retreated to 
procure arms, and, according to the latest 
reports, were firing from the high banks on 
the strippers in the Burt mine pit.

As the larger colleges have 
taken this step upon their own initiative the 
proposal of Liginger * favored 
by those institutions. 

Chicago Already Has Rule. 

Phe 3 of President Liginger,” said 
Dr. J. E. Raycroft yesterday, “is exactly 
the view we have held for a long time, and 
which we have enforced. As a statement 
of policy, I think the view ig entirely sound, 
though just why it should have been brought 
up at this time, when the colleges have been 
taking that stand for years, seems strange
